NATIONAL AWARD FOR THE BEST WRITING 
ON CINEMA REGULATIONS 

Short title and commonctment : 

1. These regulations may be called the National 
Award for the Best Writing on Cinema Regulations, 
and will cf^me into iorce with immediate cuect. 

Aims : 

2 . The awards ntrn at encouraging study and ap¬ 
preciation of cinema ns an art form and dissemina- 
tioTi of information and critical appreciation of this 
art-fomi through publication of books, articles, re¬ 
views etc. 

Definitions : 

3. In these regulations, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires “Directorate" means the Directorate of 
Film Festivals. 

Orfranisers t 

4. The Awards will be organised by the Directo¬ 
rate of Film Festivals (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Directorate’^, or such other organisations as may 
be notified from time to time, on bchalX of the Gov- 
errunent of India. 

Awards : 

5. The following awards wil be given : 

(a) Best Book on Cinema—Rajat Kamal and a 

cash prize of Rs. 10,000 to the authorlau- 
thors of the book. In case of jonit 
authors the cash prize will be equally di¬ 
vided among the recipients. 

(b) Best T’ilm Journalist—Rajat Kainal and a 

cash prize of Rs, 5,000. 

Eligibility ; 

6. (i) Any hook on Cinema published in India in 

any language between 1st Januar\^ and 3tst 
December (both days inclusive) of the year 
previous to the one in which the awards 
are to be announced is eligible for the 
awards. 

(ii) Translations, abridgements and edited or an¬ 

notated works are not eligible. 

(iii) Anthologies o- articles wiitten by the same 

author but published in a book form within 
the eligibility period are also eligible, 

7. The award for “Best Film Journalist" will be 
given to the best journalist of the year previous to 
the one in which the awards arc to be announced for 
critical studies, reviews or articles on cinema pub¬ 
lished in Indian newspapers, magazines and journals 
during the year in any language. 

Last date for Receipt of Entrlf<^ 

8. The last date for receipt of entries for both the 
awards is the last working clay in the month of Feb* 
mary of the year in which awards are to be announ¬ 
ced, 
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Procedure for -l^try : 

9. Entry can be submitted in the case of award 
for Best Book on Cinema, by its author or publisher 
and in the case of award for the Best Film Journa¬ 
list by the Journalist himself or by the publisher] 
editor of the newspaper [magazine] journals,: 

provided that the award will be given only to 
the authorljoumalist. 

10. Entries should be submitted to the Directorate 
in the entry form. 

11. Books I articles can be recommended for con¬ 
sideration by the Directorate by the film societies 
affiliated to the Federation of Film Societies, by the 
Film Federation of India, Sahitya Kala Academies, 
or any recognised literary [cultural organisation with 
full address of the publisherlauthor. The Directo¬ 
rate may then contact such authors to enter their 
books [articles for consideration for the awards. If 
the publisherj author do not enter their works for the 
awards, these will not be considered by the Jury, 

12. (i) In the case of entries for the award for 
Best Book on Cinema, the following shall be fur¬ 
nished alongwith the entry form ; 

(a) 5 copies of the book entered for the award, 

alongwith cash memo for the books; 

(b) 10 copies of brief summary of the book in 
English; 

(c) Short biographical .sketch of the nuthor(s); 

(d) 2 recent photographs of the authors; and 

(e) 6 sets of publicity material (if any), 

(ii) The Directorate will reimburse the cost of 
the book if the entries are accepted. 

13. In the case of entries for the award for the 
Best Film Journalist, the following shall be furnish¬ 
ed alongwith the entry form : 

(a) Clippings of the works, which should not 

be less than 5 and not more than 18 in 
number, alongwith the names of news¬ 
papers etc. in which these were published 
and the dates of publication. 

(with 5 photostat copies of each clipping) 

(b) Short biographical sketch of the journalist; 
and 

(c) 2 recent photographs of the journalsit. 
Procedure for Selection : 

14. (i) The Awards will be decided by a jmy for 

Best Writing on Cinema to be constituted 
by the Government of India. 

(ii) The Jury will coirsist of three members in¬ 
cluding the Chairman, distinguished in the 
field of literature, journalism and cinema, 
cinema. 

15. The Chairman of the Jury may seek assist¬ 
ance of persons conversant with the Tangnnge in 
which entries have been accepted. 
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16. Any person directly or indiredtly associated 
with the writing, editing or publication of a book] 
aiticlcjrevicw entered for the award shall not be eli¬ 
gible to serve on the Jury, 

17 The Jury will determine its own work proce¬ 
dure. 

18. The Jury shall select the award winners and 
give its report to the Government to India, 

19. I'he Jury will have the discretion to recom¬ 
mend that no award shall be given if the booksjarti- 
cle.s|reviews entered do not come up to the required 
.standard. 

20. The Government of India, after taking into 
account the number of books]articles entered in a 
particular language, may, at its discretion, constitute 
small regional panels for that particular language to 
Kcommend books|Lirtick:s which can then be adjud¬ 
ged by the National Book Jury. 

General : 

21. The freight'postal charges for the entries will 
be borne by the entrants. 

22. The decision of the Government of India in 
respect of matters not covered by these regulations 
and of the interpretation of these regulations shall 
be final. 

23. A person submitting an entry for the award 
shall be deemed to huvo accepted these regulations.
